Wer have often exposed and casti-. 

L that despicable class of carpet- 
vagrants in the South who make a 
living by maligning and abusing the 
people with whom they aresojourning. 
These hired scribblers care not whether 
truth be laid prostrate or falsehood be 
made triumphant, so they pocket their 
penny-a-line and gratify their malig- 
‘nity. One of these creatures, in a ro- 
cent letter, deprecating the moral, in- 
tellectaul and industrial position of the 
South, says that the AVALANCHE is 
the “avowed friend and supporter of 
President GRANT.”’ It is useless for us 
to tell our readers that this charge, in 
whole and in part, in general and in 
particular, is a pure, arrant and unmit- 
igated falsehood. We cannot imagine 
What reminiscence of the past or con- 
jecture of the future could possibly 
have provoked such a gross and cause- 
less slander. It is true, since the 
Presidential election in November last, 
like every Democratic paper in the 
Union, and every prominent Demo- 
cratic speaker in Congressand through- 
out the country, we expressed the de- 
termination, which we non re- 
peat, to make no factious war 
upon President Grant. We adyo- 
fated peace, urged pacification, 
implored temperate councils in the pa- 
Sefotic hope that theclouds of sectional 
strife and personal hate, would be dis- 
pelled by a mutual forgiveness and 
magnanimity of a homogenius people. 
We even expressed the belief that 
General GRANT would be equal to his 
opportunities; that he possessed the 
panities. of our -civilization, and 
would listen to their sublime lessons 
and could not, therefore, nourish hatred 
in his inmost heart, against those whom 
the fortunes of war had laid prostrate 
at his feet. We had read that, after 
AvueustTus had crushed all his rivals, 
and held undisputed sway over the 
Roman empire, he counciled with 
AGRIPPA and MABCENAS, his two 
mest confidential friends, whether he 
should not resign his power and restore 
the Republic to “peace.” And while 
we expected no such patriotic higger- 
‘ing and chaffering on the part of 
General GRANT, we did believe 
that he would attempt to bridge over 
the chasm which the warhad made. 
General Grant had said “let us have 
peace,” and we believed he would 
make good the words which bubbled 
from his lips. He had indicated that 
his heart was not sealed to mercy, 
and we could not believe his cars 
were closed to her behests. We fear 
our confidence has been misplaced. It 
is true the career of the new Adiminis- 
tration has been too short to form any 
tangible estimate as to what it will be; 
but thus far we have seen but little to 
approve and much to condemn, When, 
in response to the committee from Con- 
gress appointed to present him with 
his commission, he promised “ eecon- 
omy, retrenchment, a faithful collec- 
tion of the revenue and payment of the 
public debt,“ and that he would, in the 
consummation of this object, “just as 
Won remove one of his own appoint- 
ments as the appointees of his predeces- 
sor,” we believed he would rise above 
party bias and look singly to the good of 
the country. There was also much in 
General GRANT’s inaugural to inspire 
hope and contidence, It is true that 
document was full of self-assumption 
and arrogance. General WASHINGTON 
in his inaugural took the oath of office 
distrustful of his abilities and with 
fear—JouN ADAMS with apprehension 
and diffidence—-Mr. JEFFERSON spoke 
of his Own weakness—Mr. Mat- 
conscious of his own 
dieliciency, and had great fears as to his 
capacity. But Gen. Grant showed his 
weakness, great assurance and vanity 
when he said“ the responsibilities of 


the position I feel, but accept them with- 
oul fear.”” But the new President said 
he went into the office “untrammeled.”’ 
He refused to consult with the Radical 
Congress as to his Cabinet, and his 
whole conduct showed that he meant to 
act upon his own judgment and take 
ate for J all responsibility, and that he would 
udicial exercise his power and that none should 
exercise it for him. He kicked over 
the Chicago platform upon which he 
was placed when nominated, by favor- 
ing universal suffrage, where the plat- 
form held that “the question of suf- 
frage, in all the loyal States, properly 
belongs to the people of those States.”’ 
He rebuked Radicalism by promising 
to enforce no policy which the people 
opposed, when his party have tram- 
pie upon “the will of the peo- 
ple,” and heeded not their pray- 
ets. These indications inspired the 
Southern people with the belief 
that they had passed through the 
long, dark night of adversity, and that 
the country would surely have“ ue 
But the new President showed that he 
cared nothing for the Constitution, and 
that he possessed a narrow intellect and 
1 vindictive spirit when in a few hours 
wafter his inauguration, he usurped the 
powers of an Autocrat and revoked, 
without regard to law or the Com 
stitution, the pardons which Pres 
idestJounson had extended to 
certain... New York criminals. In 
addition to this, one of his first 
official acts was to restore a person 
named Sawyrn to his full rank and 
pay in the Engineer service, who had 
been suspended for speaking most in- 
sultingly and untrethfally of the Presi- 
dent, his superior offiger,in violation 
of the Articles of War. The Cabinet 
appointments give no consolation, be- 
ing composed of the bitterest fanatics 
of the country; and if there were seme 
cheerful and confidimg souls stilt will- 
ing to regard’ President GRANT &s one 
who would sink the soldier in the citi- 
zen, and devote his whole strength to 
the vindication of constitutional right 
und the majesty and “dignity of the 
law, what consolation can they have 
found in the complexion of the Presi- 
dent’s household? “General BADEAU 
—GRANT’s Secretary. General DENT 
—master of the ceremonies. General 
PORTER—““snaker of appointments. 
General Bascock - receiver of applica- 
tions for office. General RAWLINS, the 
former chief of staff, Secretary of War. 
This 4s a strong government with a 
vepgeance. General! General! and 
nothing but General! A household, 
from top to bottom, more befitting a 
military dictator than the Chief Magis- 
trate of a republic. And subsequent 
events give an additional proof that 
GRANT will take care of his own, and 
that, if he may have his own way, the 
| South, at least, is to be ruled according 
to West Point tradition and the pleas- 
ure of military commanders. Gen- 
eral Hancock, the only prominent 
rival of General GRANT for President, 
is banished to Dakota. SHERIDAN, 
the burning, devastating ‘‘ Hero of the 
Valley,” is sent back to Louisiana to 
play the tyrant and bully if he can. 
CANBY, the cold-blooded, fanatical 
martinet, who was more detested in 
the Carolinas than his predecessor, 
SICKLES, takes the place of STONE- 
MAN in Virginia. REYNOLDs, whom 
the Texans know to their cost as a 
malignant traducer, returns to the 
command of Texas. whe did 
his duty faithfully in Mississippi, 
is ordered back to his regiment. There 
is but one reasonable interpretation of 
these changes, and it is that GRANT is 
resolved that the South shall be pun- 
ished for her dislike of his favorite 
Generals, and that military orders 
shall, as far as possible, supercede the 
laws of the land. There is no breadth, 
no largeness, in anything that GRANT 
has done. There is spite, as in the un- 
warrantable revocation of pardons 
granted by President JoHNson, and in 
the banishment of the gallant HAn- 
cock. There is snobbishness, as in his 
behavier in the church at Washington. 
There is vindictiveness, as in returning 
to the South men who are justly dis- 
liked and despised. There is weak- 
ness, as in his rapid change of front in 
the Cabinet, when, as the late Mr. Lin- 
COLN would have said, “ it was no time 
to swap horses. But there is no sign 
of enlarged views or broad comprehen- 
sion, no indication that he is ready to 
carry out his own programme of ap- 
proaching the great question of 
the times without “ prejudice, 
hate and sectional pride, or 
inany way to. do his part to give us 
a lasting peace. He selected Mr. A. T. 
STEWART? as Secretary of the Treasury, 
and when he learned that his pet was 
ineligible he addressed a letter “ to the 
Senate of the United States,” asking 
that body to remove the disabilities, 
or to make a special amendment in 
favor of Mr. STEWART, to relieve that 
gentleman alone of our millions of 
people from its effect ! We venture to 
say that there cannot be found in the 
whole history of the Government a 
more reprehensible recommendation to 
Congress in favor of special legislation 
by any Executive. If General GRANT 
had urged the repeal of the section in 
question upon general grounds, applic- 
able alike to all citizens who may here- 
after be called upon to fill the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury, there might 
possibly be something in his reasoning 
to justify his request. But when he 
asks that a distinction shall be made 
between a single man and all the rest 
of the men in the country, and that 
that one man alone shall be relieved 
from the operation of the law, he neces- 
sarily concedes the general utility of 
the statute as disqualifying the many, 
and bases his demand upon the supe- 
rior Merits of his candidate for 
exclusive rights and privileges. 
All these things de not encourage the 
eontidence which we once cherished 
and expressed in President GRanrt. 
We still hope, however, that he will 
be equal to the occasion and give 
peace“ to the country. As we have 
uniformly said, since his election, 
we shall make no factious opposition to 
his administration; for our only wish 
is that he will do what is right, with- 
out regard to the clamor of the bad 
men that surround him, and in doing 
so he will have not only the support 
of the AVALANCHE, but of every true 
patriet. Weshall watch and wait” — 
approve and condemn—as the acts of 
the new administraction shall prove 
worthy or unworthy, and if the Ava- 
LANCHE is not now a GRANT organ, 
as this lying correspondent has falsely 
asserted, we would be rejoiced if it 
could be said with the close of the 
present year that it is his ‘enthusi- 
astic friend and supporter. Moderation 
is the duty of the hour. Implicit 
obedience to laws, attention to the 
material interests of the South and the 
maintainence of social order and do- 
mestic peace constitute the true policy 
of our people.

Phelan followed, and commenced 
bis argument by tracing the Origin of the 
term funding in its connection with 
the debt of Great Britain, and drew a dis- 
tinction between the funding of a loan to 
do verumeut, vet to bemade, ark! one - 
ing.

The movement in general merchandise 
was considerably restricted to-day, in 
consequence of unfavorable weather and 
increased dullness in our leading staple, 
but several houses reported fair sales of 
groceries and provisions to country mer- 
chants and the prevailing feeling in arti- 
cles under this head was one of firmness, 
notwithstanding the unfavorable attitude 
of gold and cotton, especially, however as 
there was little in the way of consign- 
ments pressing on the outside market. 
The dry goods trade is rather ‘‘under the 
weather” as a result of the lateness of the 
season, and prices are a fraction easier, as 
ill beseen in our detailed roport below. 
The position of cotton, as given by Liv- 


““erpool dispatches, would have resulted in a 


considerably improved feeling under or- 
dinary circumstances, but in these dis- 


jointed timer no such effect is produced. 


Sales forthe weeK were 54,000 bales against

In money matters little of interest was 
presented to-day, as, indeed, business was 
dull at all the banks. The demand for ex- 
change was lighter, but the supply con- 
tinues secant, and 4 per cent. premium is 
generally the rate on checks on New York.

We learned of no movement in scrip 
that might be gonsidered worthy of note, 
excepting police scrip, of which there 
were brisk sales by dealers at 8. County 
and city scrip were sparingly offered and 
were as little in demand. We quote nomi- 
nally county 70 to 72, and city 75 to 76. 


Stocks and securities were inactive and 
nominal, on account of scant offerings. 
One party wastrying the market on Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad stock, but 
no sale was reported.

capableand public spirited moneyed insti- 
tution in the South than the First Na- 
tional Bank, This fact needs no great 
publicity, however it has been frequently 
demonstrated in times of peculiar strin- 
gency and necessity. 

In new York to-day money was strin- 
gent at 7 per cent. on call, which, witha 
decline in sterling exchange and an ad- 
vance of bonds in Europe, brought gold 
down to 1305.
